JAPAN. 

We have no later advices from Japan by the French mail 
steamer delivered to-day. Thero appears to have been no 
arrival at Shanghai or Hong Kong from that quarter since the 
departure of the previous P. and O. mail, details of which 
were given in our issue of January 27. 

The following is an extract from a private letter, dated Yoko- 
hama, Dec. 1, 1863:—“The Pearl, 21, screw, Captain J. Bor- 
lase, leaves to-morrow for Hong Kong and Portsmouth. The 
‘old stationers’ are clearing out, and in a month or six weeks 
the flag will be the senior ship on the station, Mr. Parker, 
master of the Fuyralus, goes home in the Pearl, invalided. 
Commodore Osborn and his followers have met with unexpected 
disappointment, and the Anglo-Chinese fleet no longer: exists. 
It appears that Prince Kung (the Regent) wanted Osborn to be 
subject to the orders of the Foutais, or heads of provinces—a 
proposition which the commodore strenuously opposed, as being 
contrary to the Order in Council, and derogatory to his position. 
The matter could not be settled, so the squadron is dispereed, 
‘The vfficers uud meu return home. The new ships go to 
Bombay for sale, and those bought frum the Government will 
be returned. It is said so great was the anxiety of the Chinese 
authorities to obtain two or three Whitworth guns that they 
offered to place weight for weight of pure silver in the scales to 
purchase them ; but even this was refused. Brother Nathan 
(American) has been nicely checkmated in his attempt to make 
dollars by supplying Dahlgren gans to Prince Satsuma, the 
Scotland (a sister ship to the England, burnt at Kngosima) 
having been seized by the Chinese for shipping stores at Cum- 
sirgmoon, a port not opened by treaty. At Yokohama every- 
thing is quiet, but no one can say how long such a pleasing state 
of affairs is to continue. ‘The Tartar, 20, screw, Captain J. M, 
Hayes, reached Yokohama a few hours after the last mail left. 
The cold weather has set in here; the thermometer was at 
33 deg. this morning. At Nagasaki everything is quict. Mr. 
Alexander F, Boxer, master in command of the Hesper, goes to 
Hong Kong as acting master-attendant, vice Swain, invalided,” 











CHINA, 


SHANGHAI. 

Our dates from this port are to the 20th Dec. The North 
China Herald of the 19th states that until the opinion of the 
Court of Peking has been ascertained regarding the Footai’s 
recent violation of his promise to the rebel Wang, Major Gor- 
don will refrain from further operations. The Jerald considers 
that any attempt to impress upon the Footai that his breach 
of faith towards the Na-Wang and his associates was wrong, 
because it was dishonourable, would fail, for a Chinese is inca- 
pable of appreciating the dishonour. But if he finds that the 
consequence of his conduct has been to deprive him of the all- 


,| important aid of the disciplined Chinese contingent, he will in 


future refrain from acts of treachery which involve consequences 
80 serious as to eclipse the immediate benefit to be derived 
The Footai’s career has now been stopped in the 
full tide of conquest. The loss of Soochow has inflicted a far 
more serious loss on the rebel power than the mere 
material loss of an important city. It was regarded 
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as a principal stronghold; and its fall has depressed thcir 
Courage proportionately to the reliance which had been placed 
4a its strength. They would naturally conclude that if Soo- 
©1ow were untenable against Gordon’s prowess, the attempt to 
do‘ond smaller cities must be hopeless. The evacuation of 
‘Woosih was the first fruit of this conviction, and the remaining 
ities between Soochow and Nanking would have quickly fol- 
lowed on tho first appearance of Gordon's troops before their 
walls, These prospects are now effectually checked. The news 
of Gordon’s quarrel with the Footai will spread far and wide 
through the rebel armies ; and their courage will revive when 
they learn that they have in future to deal only with their dis- 
guised enemies “the imps.” We are sure (continucs the 
Herald) that Sir Frederick Bruce will sce the impossibility of 
Gordon again acting in coucert with a man who recklessly vio- 
lates, not only his own word, but that of others, aud will urge 
the removal of the Footai to a scene where his peculiar talents 
may be employed without risk of offending the prejudices of 
foreigners in favour of truth and honesty. 
MEETING OF THE FOREIGN CONSULS. 

A meeting was held at the British Consulate on the 16th 
December, at which Major-General Brown was present. Mr. 
Seward, the United States Consul-General, was in the chair 
and the Consuls of all the European Powers attended. After 
the Chairman had read the statement of Major Gordon with 
respect to the surrender of Soochow, aud the execution of the 
rebel leaders and pillage of the city, General Brown said it 
would be impossible for Major Gordon to co-operate further 
with the Footai. Unless, in fact, the Government of Peking 
disavowed the latter’s proceedings, there would be no alter- 
native but to withdraw altogether from active support of the 
Chinese Government. 

Mr. Kroes, the Netherlands Consul, stated that he had heard 
something from M. Bonnefoy, commanding the French force, 
to the effect that the rebel leaders, after entering into their 
agreement with the Footai, had sought to fortify themselves 
within the city, and to oppose further resistance. 

General Brown replied that in the interview he had with the 
Footai on the 11th, the latter did not attempt to advance any 
justification for the act, simply endeavouring to maintain that, 
granted he might be considered to havo dono wrong, foreign 
mations were not concerned in what had passed. Replying to 
8 question from M, Rameau, the acting French Consul-General, 
General Brown stated that Major Gordon’s connection with 
him as a British officer was such that he could not do other- 
wise than afford him protection and support, but that his in- 
structions to him were to remain inactive until the decision of 
the Imperial Government on the point should be received. 
His attitude was to be one purely defensive, and he would 
cover Soochow as a point indispensable to the safety of 
Shanghai. As regarded the retention of command by Major 
Gordon, he felt happy in having been able to sce him still at 
the head of the force, since, were he to resign, as he was un- 
doubtedly anxious to do, there could be no doubt whatever 
that the larger part would join the rebels, aud carry to them 
an accession of strength which the Imperialists would be 
powerless to resist. Of this danger he had fully warned the 
Footai, who, he believed, was quite alive to it, and who ex- 
pressed relief when ho was told that Major Gordon would still 
remain in command. 

Mr, Cunningham (Swedish Consul) adverted to the confu- 
sion certain to ensue in case the Footai should refuse to con- 
tinue the regular payments to the force. 

Mr. Dent (Portuguese Consul) was strongly of opinion that 
a material guarantee for the payment of the force should be 
obtained, and that the Consular body, by virtue of their in- 
terest in the safety of Shanghai, were entitled to require such 
& provision; 

The following resolution was next offered by Mr. Markham 
(the British Acting-Consul), and seconded by Mr. Keswick 
Wanish Consul), “That this meeting, as representing the whole 
foreign community, views with unqualified disapprobation the 
late proceedings of the Footai at Souchow, as an act of extreme 
treachery abhorrent to human nature, calculated to withdraw 
from the Imperial cause the synupathies of Western nations, 
and the aid of the gallant oflicers who have hitherto assisted 
them.” Passed unanimously. 

Discussion next ensued cn the subject of the measures likely 
fo bo rendered necessary, pouding the receipt of the views of 





the Government of Peking, and of instruction from the foreign 
Ministers. It was considered by several Consuls advisable that 
the meeting should not separate without the adoption of some 
means for securing the pay of the disciplined force, whilst by 
others it was thought a matter beyond the province of the 
meeting to discuss, and an eventuality which might be left to 
be dealt with by the military authorities, A resolution to the 
effect that a material guarantce should be obtained, securing 
the pay of the force, was proposed by Mr. Cunningham, and 
seconded by Mr. Dent, but was not carried. 

Tho meeting dissolved, after passing resolutions of thanks 
to Ceneral Brown for the information afforded, and to the 
Chairman for presiding. 

Bulkly, who murdered Captain McKinnon a few months ago 
at the International Hotel, in the French Concession, and caused 
so much excitement, has at length been arrested. He had 
taken passage for Havre, via Nagasaki, on board the French brig 
Jean Joseph, and was recognised at tho latter port by a Mr. 
Lozey, who was present on the occasion of the murder. The 
arrest was made by the French consul, as Bulkly was on board 
a French ship, but he will, we presume, be sent to Shanghai 
for trial at an early date. Of the many outrageous acts which 
have been perpetrated in Shanghai during the past few months 
none has excited so much attention or horror as the murder 
of McKinnon. That men of the stamp of White and 
Webster should give way to their brutal instincts and resort to 
revolvers on the slightest possible provocation may be com- 
paratively intelligible, But when men who hold in a certain 
degree a respectable position in society, at any rate sufficiently 
so to render them cligible residents at a respectable hotel, reply 
bya bullet to an unpalatable argument, the most severe measures 
of repression which the law allows become necessary. Bulkly’s 
trial will, of course, only be a pro forma one, as the murder 
was an open one, 

The W. M. and Wardens clect of a new§Scotch Lodge about 
to be opened in this settlement, gave a banquet on Monday 
evening, the 30th Nov., at which a number of the members 
of the craft in Shanghai were present. Covers were laid for 
sixty-four, and about fifty sat down. The room was tastefully 
decorated with flags, and the dinner and wines excellent. The 
following toasts were drunk:—‘“ The Queen,” “Supreme 
Rulers of our Respective Countries,” “Grand Lodge of Scotland 
and all other Grand Lodges,” “The Masonic Lodges in China,” 
“The Cosmopolitan Lodge,” “Absent Brethren,” “Our 
Guests,” “ The Ladies,” aud “ The Press.” The new lodge is to 
bo named “ The Cosmopolitan,” and will be under the govern- 
ment of Bro, Donaldson, W.M.; Bro. Farr, S, W.; and Bro. 
Daly, J. W. 

The sentence of death, passed by the American Consul on 
David Williams, who was the principal in the Jupiter piracy 
and murder case, has been confirmed by Mr. Burlinghame. The 
unfortunate man will suffer on the 18th December, 

According to the correspondent of The Times, the following 
was the programme after the capture of Soochow :— 

Pending the receipt of Sir Frederick's reply, Gordon will 
act solely on the defensive, protecting Soochow in case the 
rebels should gather courage to attack it, but strictly refraining 
from any offensive movement. The tide of Imperialist success 
wiil thus be arrested when it promised to carry all before it, 
The Chung-wang was known to despair of further successful 
resistance, and there can be little doubt that the remaining 
rebel cities between Soochow and Nanking would have opened. 
their gates directly Gordon approached. Soochow was consi- 
dered as impregnable, and, having lost it, the rebels would na 
turally look on the defence of less strongly fortified places as 
hopeless. Woo-sih, a city on the Grand Canal, about thirty 
miles from Soochow, had already been evacuated, and overtures 
of surrender had beea received from the important city of 
Kia-shing. The news of Gordon’s intended inactivity will 
quickly spread through the rebel districts, and all thoughts of 
surrender will be abandoned. They readily acknowledge the 
immense superiority of the disciplined troops, but express 
utter contempt for the Mandarin soldiers as adversaries, Find- 
ing that for tho future they will have to contend with these 
alone, their courage will revive, and the Futai will have the 
gratilying reflection that by bis treacherous and eruel conduct 
towards the rebel leaders he has checked a career of success 
which promised fair to extinguish the rebellion in the province. 

“It is to be feared that the Court of Peking will not ba 
persuaded to view the Futai's conduct in the light in which 
foreiguers look on it. According to Chinese notions, to compasa 
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two such important ends as the oapture of an important city 
and the punishment of four noted rebel leaders, at the simple 
cost of a breach of faith, is rather a proof of diplomatic 
acuteness than a subject for reprehension, During the Futai’s 
tenure of office nearly half the province has been recovered 
from tho grasp of the rebels. Two years ago they were close 
to the gates of Shanghai; now their nearest station in this 
province is Chang-chow, about half-way between Soochow and 
Nanking. With the exception of the siege of Soochow, in 
which Gordon derived considerable assistance from the Man. 
darin soldiers, every success which has led to this result has 
been achieved by tho disciplined troops, led by forcign officers 
and commanded by a foreign general. But it is in the highest 
degree improbable that more than a very small share of credit 
will have been awarded to them in the Futai’s despatches to 
Peking. He himself will figure therein as the successful 
leader, and Mandarin troops as the men to whom the Emperor 
is indebted for the re-establishment of his authority in so 
important a portion of -his dominions. 

“ Persuaded that this is the case, Prince Kung will hardly be 
likely to accede to any request by our Minister to express dis- 
approbation of conduct.on the part of a high officer which, ac- 
cording to Chinese notions, is really justifiable, and which, in 
this particular instance, resulted in the submission of an im~ 
portant city, and the destruction of four noted leaders of revolt. 
It is possible that he may be sufficiently enlightened to appre- 
ciate the real value of the force to the Imperialist cause, and to 
give Gordon permission to act independently, not because the 
Futai has done wrong, but in order that the Imperialist cause 
may not suffer. This, it seems to me, is the utmost that can 
be expected, If even this be refused, no alternative seems to 
remain but to withdraw permission from English officers to 
aid the Imperialists, in which caso the Quinsan force would 
probably be distanded. In the meantime, the Futai has taken 
up his residence at Soochow, which is garrisoned by Mandarin 
soldiera. Gordon is shut up in Quinsan, and unless a projected 
expedition by Ching against the small city of Pingwang be 
carried out, it seems likely that active operations are at an end 
for the winter, A meeting of foreign consuls was held on the

lated to withdraw from the Imperial cause the sympathiesof Western nations 
and the aid of the gallant officers who have hitherto assisted them,” 


“The propriety of taking some'means to secure the pay of the 
disciplined force, pending the receipt of instructions from Sir 
Frederick Bruce, was next discussed ; but the mecting con- 
cluded that any such matter was beyond its province. It is 
certainly possible that the Futai may declino to pay the troops 
if Gordon will not act ; but he is unlikely to widen the breach 
already existing between himself and the foreign authorities.” 

The crim. con. case of “ Andrews versus Bellwood,” master of 
the British ship Marguis of Argyle, noticed in a previous issue, 
has ended in a verdict of £1,500 to the plaintiff Andrews, a 
clerk in the Agra Bank. 

The Shanghai Recorder of December 15 gives the following as 
the latest from Soochow :— 

“Lieutenants Cardew, of H.M.’s 67th Regiment, and Storey, 
of H.M.’s 99th Regiment, arrived here with their battalion of 
Disciplined Chinese (formerly commanded by Captain Kingsley) 
on Saturday morning. This is the first fruits of Gencral 
Brown’s visit to Major Gordon ; doubtless other necessary and 
judicious arrangements will follow. 

“We understand that General Brown returned yesterday per 
Tuatlee, from Quinsan, accompanied by Capt. Murray, R.A., 
Capt. Hartman, D.A.Q M.G., aud Mr. Mayers, of H.M. Consu- 
late. Major Gordon, with his force, still remained at Quinsan, 
and the Footai continued in Soochow. We are not yet in pos- 
session of particulars with regard to what has taken place, but 
we understand that an interview took place between the General 
and the Footai, on Friday, tho ilth inst, when we believe 
General Brown expressed to the Footai the horror and indigna- 
tion generally felt in consequence of his late atrocious act, 
and warned him that upon the view taken of his conduct by 
the§ Government of Peking, must undoubtedly depend the 
future course of foreign policy with China. The Footai, wo 
have been told, appeared much disturbed at the tenor of the 
interview. With regard to Major Gordon's force, we under- 
atand that its gullant commander, waiving his private feeling for 
the public good, will, in the present emergency, retain com- 
mand, though without further co-operation with the Footai ; 
and pending the decision of the Peking Government upon tho 
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conduct of the latter, the force will remain in statu quo, unless 
under circumstances of pressing danger to the country. 

“The adopted son of the Na-Wang, a fine youth of eighteen, 
remains under the protection of Major Gordon, by whom his 
father’s body has been recovered, and honourably interred at 
Quinsan. Major Gordon having learned that some 500 of the 
Na-Wang’s late adherents were still assembled within Soochow, 
despatched his A.D.C., Major Brown, to the city, for the pur- 
pose of withdrawing these men from their position of danger. 
Major Brown having discovered these men, passed the night 
amongst them, and marched them from the city on the morning 
of the 11th. Unfortunately, on reaching the open country on 
their way to Quinsan, the men were plundered by the braves 
they met, and four or five were cut down on offering resistance, 
Major Brown himself was attacked by an Imperial soldier 
whilst endeavouring to protect these refugees, and would have 
doubtless suffered for his gallant interference but for the timely 
arrival of a Mandarin, 

“Major Tumblety, with the Ist Regiment, returned to 
Quinsan on the 12th inst., from the outpost at Fu-she-kwan, 
having been called in by Major Gordon. The rebel prisoners, 
who, to the number of 2,000 or 3,000 had given themselves 
up to Major Tumblety, were dismissed by the latter before 
leaving for Quinsan. 

“ With respect to the interior of Soochow, wo learn that the 
entire city has been completely gutted by the troops and pea- 
santry, tho latter having slaughtered a numberof the rebels on thé 
west side of the walls. We aro.glad to hear, however, that the 
accounts which first reached Shanghai with reference to the re- 
ported massacre by the Imperial troops were, to a considerable 
extent, exaggerated. From all accounts it appears improbable 
that indiscriminate slaughter took place; and we understand 
that the first party of foreigners who traversed the city ; three 
days after the entry of the troops, saw but one corpse bearing 
marks of violence, though undoubtedly several hundreds must 
have perished in the pillage and sack of the place. We cannot 
learn that much treasure was discovered, though much private 
property of value was looted by tho braves, Silks and furs 
were being sold in the latter part of last week at Ching’s 
stockades. The Mo-Wang’s palace is described as a very pretty 
place, and appears to have contained very little of value, beyond 
the furniture of the usual Chinese style, which was taken pos- 
session of by Dr. Macartney, whose ambiguous position with 
the Footai must place him in a position of considerable embar- 
rasment at present. The place, after being stripped, was fired 
by a shell dropped either accidentally or intentionally among 
the ammunition with which several rooms were filled, and-was 
in consequence totally destroyed by the fire and explosion.

HONG KONG, 

The dates are down to the morning of the 26th of December. 
The English mail of the 10th of November arrived out on the 
24th, just in time to distribute the plum puddings and other 
good things sent from many a home in Eugland to taeir 
relations in the Far East, 

A correspondence appears in the Hong Kong papers ‘between 
the P, and O, Company and the Post-office, giving a caution 
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against the carriage of letters by the hands of officers on board 
their steamers. 

At the criminal sessions William Smith was charged with 
having with a pistol loaded with ball fired at Thomas Stone 
with intent to kill and murder him ; there was another count 
for shooting with intent to do grievous bodily harm. Mr. 
Stone, master shipwright in the P. and O. Company's service, 
was walking down the Qucen's-road with his friend, his chair 
following behind, the prisoner stopped the chair and got into 
it, the prosecutor desired him to get out saying the chair was a 
private one; tho prisoner then used abusive languago, but got 
out; he had a revolver in his hand which went off, cither fired 
by the prisoner or accidentally, the shot passing close to the 
prosecutor. 

A constable named Anderson who was present at the time 
said that when he saw the prisoner draw the revolver, ho 
snatched it out of the prisoner’s hand, during which the re- 
volver went off. Tho prisoner, in defence, said that the men 
beat him because he got in the chair, and he only drew the 
revolver to “scare” them. 

The jury found the prisoner guilty of shooting with intent 
to do grievous bodily harm, but recommended him to mercy 
on the ground that they thought there was some provocation. 
Sentence, twelve months’ imprisonment. 

The Legislative Council met on the 22nd of December. 
Present, his Excellency the Acting Governor, the Hon. the 
Chief Justico, tho Hon. the Attorney-General, the Colonial 
Secretary, the Auditor-General, the Colonial Treasurer, the 
Surveyor-General, and the Hon. Messrs. Chomley and Murray. 

The minutes of last meeting having been read and con- 
firmed, his Excellency said that it would be ten days yet before 
the report of the special committee appointed to examine the 
bankruptcy ordinance could be sent in. Tho Council then 
proceeded to amend the draft of the Bill to prevent the use of 
fraudulent trade marke. 

This was the signal for one of the most amusing discussions 
about eatables and drinkables that perbaps ever occurred a 
Council board. Nothing was heard sometimes but a confused 
Babel of—porter—penalty—pint—bottle—hogshead—sold— 
label—each—bottle—fined $50-———What if he sold a dozen ? 
—I think every bottle would carry the penalty of £5—the 
innocent purchaser—no—as it stands, the manufacturer, for 
whose protection the ordinance is framed, is not one whit pro- 
tected by it. 

The Ordinance was finally revised and passed under the name 
of “ An Ordinance to prevent the fraudulent marking of mer- 
chandise,” and was numbered 8 of 1862, His Excellency the 
Acting Governor next informed the Council that the main 
object of the mecting that day was the establishment of a mint 
in Hong Kong for the purpose of supplying the trade of China 
and Japan, A letter was read from the Duke of Newcastle 
recommending a local Ordinance for carrying the scheme into 
effect. 

A second letter stated that the scheme had been matured at 
home. The establishment is to be under a master; a super- 
intendent of bullion office, an assayer ; superintendent of 
coining office, and machinery ; and a superintendent of melting 
department, Clauses of an ordinance to provide such officers 
were read to the Council. The above designated officers are to 
receive, respectively, £1,400, £800, £800, £800, and £800. 
Various letters having been read, and the matter being brought 
tofa close, 

His Excellency read a despatch from the Duke of Newcastle 
proposing that Hong Kong pay to the Imperial Government a 
sum of £20,000 per annum for the five years commencing on 
the first of January, 1865, in part liquidation of the expenses 
of military protection. The Duke had intended making the 
demand for the Ist of January, 1864, but on consideration 
that the Mint’s establishment would cost some money, he had 
determined to delay for a year. 

The Mint Ordinance was read a first time and ordered to be 
printed in the Gazette, Tho Council then adjourned sine die. 

General Brown, the commander of our forces in China, 
arrived from Shanghai per steamer Ganges, but nothing is 
noticed in our advices in reference to his movements. No 
doubt, however, he was there to arrange for the disposition of 
the 20th Regiment, which had arrived from Calcutta, per 
P. and O. steamer Nubia, at a cost of £30,000—a needless 
outlay, owing entirely to the conduct of General Brown in 
despatching to England from Shanghai the 3lst Regiment, 
against the protest of Colonel Neale and Admiral Kuper. 





Charles Ryall and Andrew Johnson, the gaol-keepers, were 
charged with the escape of Stanford, the opium swindler, and 
sentenced to six months’ imprisonment. 

The China Directory, published by Messrs, A. Shortrede and 
Co., will appear in January. 

The Amateurs gave the first of their performances for the 
season, The house was little more than half filled, owing, 
perhaps, to the sum required in the shape of subscription.

CANTON, 

The following letter in the China Mail of the 17th December 
gives an interesting account of the ceremony of laying the 
foundation-stone of the new Catholic church at Canton :— 

The,laying of the foundation-stone of a Christian Church at 
Canton, and within the walls of that city, would have been 
under any circumstances an event of no ordinary interest ; how 
much more so now that the principal Chinese officers of the 
province and city were present; especially when one reflects 
upon tho course of events which, since November 1856, has 
changed the spot on which stood the palace of Yeh and his 
predecessors the Viceroys of the Two Kuang into the site of 
the French Cathedral, whose construction is now being pro- 
ceeded with under the auspices of the Right Reverend Philippe 
Frangois Zephyrin Guillemin, Lord Bishop of Kuangtung and 
Kuang¥Se. Preparations on an ample scale had been made by 
the erection of suitable temporary buildings in which to receive 
the guests invited to be present at the expected solemnity ; as 
also for the acoommodation of the large trains of the high 
Chinese officers and their immediate entourage, and a body of 
three hundred Tartar troops under the conduct of a sous-officer 
and squad of Infanterie legero d’Afrique, who were marched to 
the ground, “ Clarion-en avant,” not only for the purpose of giving 
eclatto the spectacle, butalso to co-operate with the Chinese police 
in preserving order ; and here it may be said, with reference to 
this feature of the ccromony, that in general they were tall, 
good-looking men, carefully and neatly dressed in their pecu- 
liarly picturesque uniform, purely Tartar, armed with musket 
and bayonet, and reflecting great credit upon their instructors 
Ly their efficiency in drill and mancuvre. These soldiers 
formed a double line from the outer gates of the enclosure to 
the reception-hall, and from it entirely around the foundations 
of the cathedral. Opposite to the gate of entrance was placed 
a band of Chinese music, whose shrill strains announced the 
arrival of the guests, while the usual Chinese salute of three 
guns, with the “present arms” of the troops, gave notice of 
the approach of the various officials. The streets adjoining 
were densely crowded with Chinese, whose curiosity seemed 
unbounded. Hundreds penetrated inside the enclosure, but 
the behaviour of all was orderly, and no indication of hostile 
or unfriendly feeling was visible either in word or act. 

At one end of the reception-room the Insignia of the Church 
were portrayed upon the wall, and beneath stood a desk ap- 
proached by two steps, a rostrum, as it were, nicely carpeted. 
At a short distance from it were arranged rows of chairs, the 
front one of which was occupied by the Viceroy of the Two- 
Kuang, having on his left the Governor of Canton and the 
Hoppo, the Vice-Consul of England and Consul of Prussia, and 
on his right the Tartar General ; another officer, whose rank 
answered to that of Marechal de Camp, the Treasurer of the 
Provines, together with the Consuls of the United States and 
Spain. The other rows were filled by about a hundred 
foreigners, amongst whom were the Acting Chief Justice (Judge 
Ball) and the Assistant Magistrate, Mr, White, of Hong Kong. 
Several ladies were also present. 
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The scene was at once remarkable and interesting, not only 
from the old associations connected with the spot on which 
were now gathered the representatives of many nations and 
various creeds, but from the unusual circumstance of the pre- 
sence of the chief dignitaries of the province, who thereby gave 
to the solemnity its distinctive and exceptional character, I 
was given to understand that their coming was mainly due to 
the diplomatic tact and address of the French Consul, Monsicur 
Le Baron de Trenqualye, whose wishes to secure their co-ope- 
ration were thus crowned by the most complete success. 

Immediately on the arrival of the Viceroy, who came at- 
tended by the Governor and Hoppo at 3 p.M., the Consul 
ascended the rostrum and read an address in which he de- 
scribed briefly but comprehensively the history of the Roman 
Catholic missions in China, dating from 1583, making parti- 
cular reference to the well known patronage and friendship 
extended by the Emperor Kang He to the Italian Missionary 
Mathew Ricci; his grief at his death and the providing of his 
place of sepulture over which he raised a costly monument, as 
well as to the fact, not probably so well known, that at one 
time there existed in the province of Canton, forty churches, 
of which seven were in the city itself, and that the number of 
converts was not less than 300,000. 

The Bishop next addressed the company in a discourse more 
strictly confined to the objects of the Cathedral, and touching 
on many interesting points in connection with the labour of 
the missionaries and the founding of the building. Transla- 
tions of both addresses had been placed in the hands of the 
Chinese officers, who, with the aid of Monsieur Blancheton, the 
Consular Interpreter, followed them as they were read, appa- 
rently with much interest, the Viceroy often turning to the 
Governor and drawing his attention to some particular point 
mentioned in connection with Chinese history. 

The laying of the foundation-stone now took place by Bishop 
Guillemin, clothed in full episcopal costume, with mitre and 
crozier. This stone was a massive block of granite, so arranged 
as to slide casily into the place prepared for it ; in its centre a 
space was hollowed out large enough to contain two slabs of 
marble, presented by Pope Pius the {Ninth, one of which was 
brought from the brook Cedron, and bore the following inscrip- 
tion in Latin and Chinese :— 

Es torrente Cedron ex loco ubi D.N.J.C. lapeus est et genuum S.S, 
vestigia reliquit. 
the other from the Catacombs near Rome, and on which was 
engraved in the same language as follows :— 


an sacerex catacumbis romanis extracus et a Papa Pio IX. dono 
tus, 


These being deposited by the Bishop, the ceremony termi- 
nated by the chaunting of the Psalm “ Misi Dominus,” &c., in 
procession, around the foundation of the Cathedral—the Viceroy 
and his colleagues, who had manifested much curiosity in all the 
proceedings, took their leave, when more than fifty of the 
foreign community present partook of a repast offered by the 
Bishop. 

In the evening a large party of ladies and gentlemen were 
entertained at dinner by the French Consul at his Yamun, and 
thus terminated a day marked by a ceremony not easily for- 
gotten, which was conducted throughout with the utmost order 
and solemnity, and clicited the respectful attention and sym- 
pathy of all present. Those who remarked the earnestucss, 
devotion, and sincerity of the worthy Bishop, whose name is 
now inseparably connected with an event unprecedented within 
the ancient walls of Canton, must wish him a full mcasure 
of success in his ministry here, wherein he has so long and 
arduously laboured, and at its close the reward of the faithful 
in the life which is to come. 








SIAM. 

The Singapore Free Press has the following on the Sultan of 
Linga, about whom, it will be remembered, there was a dis- 
cussion in our last session of Parliament :-— 

The ex-Sultan of Linga lately arrived hero in the stoamer 
Chow Phya from Bangkok, in disguise, and he has since gone to 
Muar to join his relative Sultan Ali. His departure from 
Bangkok was apparently without the knowledge of the Siameso 
officials, and was rather cleverly managed. It appears it was 
the ex-Sultan’s custom to retire to his room about nine o'clock 
in the evening, accompanicd by one of his wives, and he did not 
generally make his appearance again until about eleven or twelve 
o'clock on the following forenoon. He retired, as customary, 
on the evening of the 14th Nov., but next day he did not op2n 
his door at the usual hour, About one or two o'clock in the 
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afternoon some anxiety began to be felt at his long seclusion, 
and inquiries were made as to which of his wives had been his 
companion during the previous night, but when the ladies were 
mustered they were all found present. The door of the ex- 
Sultan’s apartment was then forced open, but it was found he 
had vanished, and that he had taken with him some valuable 
krises and other property. As the Chow I’kya left Bangkok 
that morning it was at once conjectured that he had gone in 
her, and this has turned out to be correct. Captain Orton, of 
the Chow Phya, we understand, had no knowledge of the trans- 
action, although it is probable that some of his underlings must 
have been in the secret. After what has taken place with re- 
ference to the ex-Sultan’s intrigues on the east coast of the 
Peninsula, the Siamese Government is naturally annoyed at the 
manner in which he has chosen to quit Bangkok, as it might 
bring suspicion on it of having aided in his evasion. This sus- 
Picion would be the more likely to arise, as instead of carrying 
out the intention formerly expressed by the first King of Siam 
of removing the ex-Sultan to one of the inland provinces, the 
Siamese Government allowed him to remain at Bangkok, where 
the facilities for escape wera much greater. We believe the 
first King has assured the Governor of the Straits Settlement 
that he was entirely ignorant of the ex-Sultan’s intention to 
leave Bangkok and that His Majesty highly disapproved of 
his conduct. It is supposed to be the ex-Sultan’s intention to 
make his way to Pahang to join Wan Ahmat, and these worthics 
will probably try to disturb the peace of the Peninsula by an 
attack on that part of the territories of Johore which adjoin 
those of Pahang. Wan Ahmat has already been intriguing in 
that quarter, but if he and the ex-Sultan make any open de- 
monstrations we trust they will bo dealt with promptly. 





MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE. 

Tutelligence reaches us of the capture by the Alabama of 
the following American vesscls :—Sonora, Captain Brown, and 
the Highlander, Captain Snow, from Singapore for Akyab. The 
vessel reported to be the British ship Afartaban turns out to 
be the American ship Texan Star, Captain Pike. 

Tho following particulars are from the Straits Times :—Cap- 
tain Pike, of the British ship Martabax, burnt by the Alabama, 
in compliance with our request, has sent us the following state- 
ment of the circumstances attending the destruction of his 
vessel. The statement speaks for itself; and as wo do not 
wish to be hurried into an expression of opinion on a subject 
which is sure to arrest the attention of every Court in Europe, 
we must delay our comments till we are well informed as to 
the legal bearings of the question :— I Icft Amherst on the 
12th instant for Singapore, having on board a cargo consisting 
of 12,354 bags of rice. On the 24th inst. at 2 pat, Pulo 
Pisang and the Carimons plainly in sight from the deck, mado 
a steamer steering to the north, which upon making out tho 
Martaban altered her course direcfly for us, and when within 
one mile set the Confederate flag and fired a gun across our 
bows. In avswer I immediately set the British ensign at tho 
peak and hove to. Upon nearing the Jfartaban, an armed 
boat’s crew, with an officer, left the steamer, and came along- 
side ; the officer, when coming on board, demanded to sce tho 
ship’s papers, which he immediately did, The papers were, 
register, port clearance, and bill of lading. Upon examination, 
the officer informed me that they were not satisfactory, and that 
he should take charge until he could communicate with his 
commander, Captain Scmmes, of the Alabama ; calling two 
armed men, one of whom was stationed on the forecastle, tho 
other on the poop, he sent the boat back with a messago 
to Captain Semmes, who at once camo on board the 





BMartaban, and demanded to sec my papers, I handed 
him the register, which ho examined. ‘Tho register was 
a bona fide British register on parchment, issued by 
tho proper British authorities in Moulmein, After ex- 


amining this document, Captain Serames said t) wo ‘that he 
was not to be humbugged by any falso papers—that I ought to 
have had a certificate that the transfer was legal, and that ho 
should bura my ship. Upon this I said ‘that the documents I 
held were legal and suficient proof of my nationality, and pro» 
tested ugainst his burning the vessel.’ To th’s he paid not the 
slightest attention, but went on deck and said to his ollicer, 
‘Sir, you will burn this vessel.’ He then returned on board 
the Alabama, The first lieutenant then came on board the 
HMartaban and took charge, hauled down the English flag that 
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was lying at the peak, let go anchor, clewed up sails, and mado 
preparations for setting the vessel on fire, staving in the cabin 
skylights to mako a good draught. In the meantime my crew, 
by his orders, had hoisted out my ship’s boat and gone on board 
the Alabama, leaving myself and my officers on board, who were 
ordered to pack up a few clothes, giving us half an hour to do 
so and follow them. I was allowed two small trunks, my officers 
each a small bag, armed men in the cabin watching the packing. 
I was assured by the first lieutenant that the contents of my 
two trunks would be respected, but my two chronometers and 
all my nautical instruments were taken from me. We were 
then taken on board the Aladama, and immediately after the 
Martaban was set on fire. 

“The Alabama then proceeded up the Straits, and at mid- 
night came to anchor five miles off the town of Malacca. 
Steam was kept up all night. At daybreak I was called upon 
to open my trunks, which were scarched by an officer and the 
master at arms; a bag containing 400 rupees was taken from 
me, and also a night glass and part of my private papers. My 
officers’ bags were searched in the same manner. Wo were 
then required to sign our parole not to serve against the Con- 
federate States until exchanged. We were put on board the 
Alabama’s boat (my ship's boat having been broken whilst 
towing) and landed at Malacca. I had passed my examination 
as British shipmaster at Moulmein, and held my certificate of 
competency, as also my chicf officer. On the part of self, 
officers, and crew, I beg to express my sincere gratitude for the 
kindness and friendly treatment shown us by the authorities 
and European inhabitants of Malacca, who ministered to our 
every want in the most generous manner, and procured us 
passage ina native brig to Singapore—thcy defraying entire 
expense—we being entirely destitute.” 

We have received the following communication from Mr. 
Beaver :— 

(To the Editor of the Daily Times.) 

Sir,—A falee aspect having been attempted to be given to the exercise 
by Captain Semmes of bis belligerent rights in burning the vessel called 
the Martaban, of Moulmein, formerly the Texan Star of Boston, United 
States, I request you to publish the following copy of the deposition of 
Samuel B. Pike, who was master of the Martaban, The document 
speaks for itself, and a certified copy of the original is in my possession.

while beyond the limits of these banks an unfathomable ocean is always 
found. “The great islands of Sumatra. Java, and Borneo are situated on 
the Asiatic bank, and, from the fact that a number of the largest animals 
which could not have crossed the sea, such as the rhinoceros of Java and 
Sumatra, the elephant of Sumatra, and the tapir of Sumatra aud Bomco, 
being all found in some part or other of the Asiatic continent, it is highly 
probable that all these great islands have formed a part of Asia from which 
they have been separated by the same convulsions which have raised 
the volcanic chains of Sumatra and Java. In the like manner, New Guinea 
and some adjacent islands have been once connected with Australia. The 
belt of deep ocean, however, between those banks indicates the sepa- 
ration as of very long {existence, and there is evidence in the 
geological structure of Java and Borneo that some parts of these 
islands are of recent formation, so that the gulf between the Asiatic and 
Australian regions was formerly greater than at present,—a conclusion 
strikingly confirmed by the almost total diversity of the animals of the two 
halves of the Archipelago. In the western islands all the chief forms of 
the Asiatic continent are found, while in the eastern half they are chiefly 
those characteristic of Australia, so that a line drawn across the Archi- 
pelago west of Celebes marks the division between two vast zoological 
areas, Turning from the consideration of the lower aniinals to man, two 
very strongly contrasted races are found in the region—the Malays, in- 
habiting almost exclusively the western half of the Archipelago, and the 
Papuans, whose headquarters are New Guinea and the adjacent islands, 
and these range over the eastern area, the people over all the islands as 
far as the Fiji being identical in their chief features with the Papuans, and 
the varieties being all forms of one great Polynesian race. But here 
arises the question, Are these races derived from America or Asia, or have 
they originited in some of the islands, and thence spread over the whole 
area they inhabit? The author considered there was evidence to show, 
which he gave io detail, that they had been derived from none of 
these sources, but from a great Pacific continent which had, geologically 
speaking, been recently submerged, and of which the numerous Pacific 
islands were the residuary relics. The discussion which followed 
was unusually interesting. Dr. Falconer strongly supported the views 
of the author as to the derivation of the inhabitants of this region 
both upon zoological and geological grounds. ‘The elephant ranged 
on the continent as far north as 30 degrees, and these and other 
great beasts he believed had passed over duting the human epoch 
on dry land. Certain species of oxen and deer, too, were met with 
alike in these islands and on the continent of India, but nowhere else on 
the globe; and while we had a parallel case in Europe, where, before the 
glacial epoch, there were deer like those of this archipelago, and rhino- 
ceroses and other great mammalia living in this country and over Europe 
which had spread in from the south, while after the glacial era had passed 
away there was another fauna of great mammalia which had come in from 
the north, and aretic in character, we had less reason for objecting to such 
geological changes in the Pacitic as were brought forward by Mr. Wallace 
to account for the distribution of the mammalia and the two races of man 
which inhabited those regions. The close proximity of Sicily to Italy 
seemed naturally to suggest a dismemberment from that peninsula, but the 
fossil fauna of the late te: tiaries there afords convincing proof of its recent 
connection with Africa, and no doubt within the human epoch the great 
mammals of Africa had walked on dry land across the present Mediter- 
ranean. If such views as we admit in Kuropean geology be applied to the 
Malayan Archipelago, there are good grounds for supporting Mr. Wal- 
lace’s theories. Sir Roderick Murchison, Professor Busk, Sir William 
‘Armstrong, Captain Speke, Mr. Chiristie, Mr. Bohn, Mr. Crawfurd, and 
others spoke upon various topics in connection with the paper. 

































BURGEVINE. 
The Times correspondent at shanghai writes :—Burgevine has at length 


left China, under pressure from the American Consul. Having become 
30 notorious as a partisan of the rebels, every movement made in their 
favour by foreigners was naturally traced to his instigation, Rightly or 
wrongly, the seizure of the Firefly was said to have been planned and 
executed under his direction; his arrest by the Chinese on buard the 
Feiloong, which they asserted he was actually endeavouring to carry off 
when taken, followed immediately, and increased the already prevalent 
suspicion that he intended to rejoin the rebel cause, ‘Ihe fact of his being 
allowed to remain at large was exciting much ill-feeling in the minds of 
‘the Chinese, who, being themselves firmly convinced of his hostile inten- 
tions, looked on the apathy of the foreign authorities as little short of con- 
nivance at his misdeeds. ‘The United States Consul accordingly desired 
Burgevine to leave China, but he at first flatly refused, denying the power 
of the Consul to interfere, and expressing his willingness to undergo a 
trial rather than obey. On this he was arrested and confined in the Con- 
sular Gaol, until he could be impeached for misdemesnour ; but after a 
week's imprisonment he consented to leave, and took his departure for 
Yokohama last week in the Aden, In whatever light Burgevine's conduct 
may be viewed by different judges, no one can deny a meed of pity at 
the close of a singularly checkered and somewhat remarkable earcer. 
Three years ago he arrived in Shanghai as second mate of an American 
ship, and shortly afterwards joined Ward, when the latter collected a 




















band of Manilla men for the purpore of attacking ng. The 
attack was successful, and the Imperialist: mandarin gave a large reward, 
which Ward, according to his custom, appropriated, ‘The band was in- 





creased, and Tsing-poo was attempted ; but the surprise failed, and the 
attaking party narrowly escaped destruction. When the forcign authorities 
interfered and refured to permit a body of foreigners to jcin either side 
in the coutest, and Ward was obliged to disband his corps, Burgevine was 
the first to sugyest the enrolment of a body of disciplined Chinese. ‘The 
experiment was made and succeeded, was looked on favourably by the 
foreign authorities, and prospered. he career of this force was one of 
unchecked success until Ward's death in September, 1462, at the siege of 
Tee-kee. Burgevine, who had only partially recovered from a severe 
wound received at the siege of Tsing-poo, suécecded him in command of 
the Suonking force as it was now called, and planned the expedition to 
Nanking which, through no fault of his, resulted in his diszrace and dia- 
missal, During the three months of his command ho had raised the force, 























from a small number of men in a state of inferior discipline, to 5,000 
men, well armed and equipped, and provided with every requisite muni- 
tion of war. In two months, under the command of Captain Holland, 
it had fallen to 8,000, and had experienced its first disgraceful reverse 
before Tai-tsan, In the mean time, Burgevine had twice been to Pekin 
to endeavour to get reinstated. The first time he obtained fair words and 
promises, which his return to Shanghai proved empty phrases. On his second 
visit he was arrested and threatened with death, released eventually at the 
instance of the Forcign Ministers, and sent back to Shanghai. His whole 
thoughts were now bent on attaching himself to the rebels, and negotia- 
tions were opened which promised to be most satisfactory. It was arranged 
that Burgevine should take command of aforce of Chinese to be equipped 
and drilled after the European method under his orders, Officers were 
sent to Soochow for the purpose, and in July Burgevine himself followed, 
capturing the Kiao-chiao en route, and carrying her with him as an earnest 
of success. At first everything was couleur de rose; Burgevine went to 
Nanking, had an interview with Chung Wang. and was made a prince 
and second in command of the rebel forces. Money was advanced and 
sent to Shanghai for the purchase of arms, and the drill of the troops pro= 
gressed, ut difficulties supervened. The arms failed to arrive at the 
time they were expected. ‘The rebel chiefs, not appreciating the difficul= 
ties which attended the transit, in avoiding Imperialist cruisers, became 
suspicious, and refused to pay the foreigners their wages until the money 
advanced had been accounted for. The latter, in their turn, became dis- 
contented. Burgevine’s old wound broke out again through over-exer- 
tion and lack of medical attendance, He had resort to stimulants to deaden 
the excruciating pain, and indulged sometimes to excess. The result is 
known. Negotiations were entered into with Gordon, which resulted in the 
secession of the whole foreign contingent from Soochow, and now Burgevine 
has gone to Japan, broken in mind and body, poorer than when he first 
landed in China, a victim of Imperialist suspicion and ingratitude. He 
was indebted to his friends for money to pay his passage, and yet the 
local Government owes him more than £8,000, which it absolutely refuses 
to pay. Whether it should be allowed thus to repudiate its obligations 
towards a man who, in conjunction with Ward, was of infinite service in 
protecting Shanghai when the foreign troops here few, is a question for 
the foreign authorities to decide. 




















Destruction or Kacosista.—A public meeting was held in St. 
James's Hall, Ramsgate, on Tuesday, the 2sth ult., J. Nottidge, Esq., in 
the chair; when Mr. Edmund Fry delivered an address on our late 
attack on the Japanese. ‘The following resolution was unanimoi 
adopted :—“ That this meeting has heard with deep regret and dissatit 
faction of the employment of a British naval squadron to bombard the 
city of Kagosima, and the consequent total destruction of the homes of 
180.000 people—an act calculated greatly to prejudice the interest of 
civilisation and Christianity in Japan."—Last week a meeting was held in 
the Atheneum, Bristol, to consider the propriety of memorialising the 
Government in reference to the “ late outrage in Japan and destruction 
of the Japanese city of Kagosima by British ships of war.” Mr. H. O. 
Wills presided, and on the platform were Mr. Woodforde Ffooks 
(barrister-at-law), Mr. Robert Charleton, Mr. J. Whethered, Mr. J. G. 
Thornton, the Revs, J. Edwards 3. Nicholson, and U. Thomas. The 
following resolution was passed :— That this mecting regards with deep 
sorrow and surprise the recent destruction of Kagosima, in Japan, involv= 
ing, it is believed, an awful sacrifice of human life, on what is regarded 
by this meeting as a totally insufficient cause of offence by the Japanese.” 

Tue British Possk<sions Aunoav.—The annual official volume 
just issued of statistical tables relating to the British possessions beyond the 
four seas shows us territory exceeding 4,000,000 of square miles, and con- 
taining a population of about 145,000,000 souls. ‘There is India, 
i 722 square miles and 185,634,244 people; the North American 
(not reckoning the immense Hudson Bay and Red River ter- 
ritories), with their 498,169 square miles and 3,303,872 people ; the West 
Indies, with 88.511 square miles and 1,081,687 people; Australia 
and New Zealand, with 2,582,070 square miles and 1,333,338 people ; 
and there is Ceylon, the Cape, Mauritius, and the rest. ‘The public re- 
venues of these vast possessions amounted in I8ul to £56,2!8.420, India 
furnishing £42,903,234 of this amount, ‘The public revenue of Victoria 
exceeded £3,0 10.000, and that of Canada exceeded £2,000,000. The 
debt of India is stated at £101,877.081 ; of the North American 
£16,058,724; of the West Indies, £1,695,911 ; of Victoria, 
£6,283,060 ; of New South Wales, 4,017,630; of the Cape, £565,005, 

@ imporis into these our possessions amounted in value in the year 
1861 to 293,945,485, and their exports to .86.256,034, and these figures 
are exclusive of Hong Kong and of Gibraltar, from which no return of these 
particulars is given, From the United Kingdom there was sent to them 
in that year produce and manufactures of the value of £47,412,166 (again 
with the omission of two colonies as before, and of the Ionian Islands) 5 
to India, £21,679, to Australia, £13,167,370. The shipping free 
quenting these territories in the year, counting both entrances inwards and 
clearances outwards, amounted to 22,849,641 tons. 

Tue P. asp O. Steamer “ Ectona.”—The P. and O, Company's 
steamship Ellora, which broke down on her outward passage, and had put 
into Malta for repairs, arrived at Southampton on the 27th Jan. she left 
that port on the 19th. ‘The Eliora brings 1,499 packages of general mer= 
chandise, of which 1,216 arc bales of raw silk, value £120,0U0 sterling. 
She has neither passengers nor specie.

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MAJOR GORDON’S STATEMENT. 

Tae Shanghai Recorder furnishes the statement of the 
events discussed at the mecting of the foreign Consuls (reported 
in another column), in the shape forwarded to the papers by 
Major Gorpoy, It appears that after the failure of the night 
attack on the Low-mun stockades, General Curva came to 
the Mayor and informed him that Lar-Wane, with three other 
Wangs and thirty-five Tunchwangs, and their followers, had 
opened negotiations for the coming over of their troops, and 
handing over Soochow to the Imperialists. Cuuna-Wane and 
Mo-Wane were averse to this, and wanted to fight it out. The 
negotiation was continued, and on tho lst December Gorpoy 
told Canya that “if the Foorar did not grant the Wangs terms 
“ gufficiently good to induce them to come over, he thought the 
“ attack on the city might be foiled, as ho had lost heavily in 
officers and men in the attacks of 27th and 29th November, 
“ and a little hitch with the bridge, which had to bo seventy 
“ yards long, might cause a repulse,” At length Gorpox 
himself sees Lan-Wane, and tells him that mero neutrality 
would not do, that “unless they could give up one of the gates 
“ it would be better for them to fight, or else vacate the city.” 
Cuine and Lar-Wanc continue their interviews ; GORDON makes 
it imperative that Mo- Wane should be given up to him, and this 
being agreed to, ho “ went to the Fooral, who was out, but he saw 
“ a very high Civil Mandarin, named Pow, and told hit to tell 
“ the Foorar that he would secure Mo-Wano’s not giving any 
“ more trouble to China.” That unhappy individual was, it 
seems, by that time, past all the troubles of this world, for, at 
council held that very afternoon in Mo-Wana’s palace, “the 
discussion got higher and higher, till Konc-Wana got up and 
& took off his robes. Mo-Wane asked him what he was doing, 
“ when Kona-Wana drew his dagger, and stabbed Mo-Wana 
“in the neck. The Mo-Wane fell ovor the table in front of 
“ the throne, and the other Wangs seized him, and decapitated 
“ him in the entrance. They then mounted their horses, and 
“ rode off to their troops, Mo-Wane’s head being sent to Gene- 
“ ral Quine.” On the night of the 4th, the rebels all shaved 
their heads, in token of submission to the Imperialists. Mean- 
time, Major Gorpon’s men are getting clamorous for pay, and 
he proposes to the Footal, in order to keep them employed, to 
march on Wusieh, if he would give them two months’ pay, as 
they had received no reward since GorDon had taken the com- 
mand. Ultimately, he determines to make the men accept one 
month’s pay—an offer made through Cama—which he did 
with difficulty, the men having made an attempt to march down 
on the Foorar, He then, at that functionary’s request, gave 
orders for the march to Quinsan. In pursuance of an arrange- 
ment (the terms of which are not given in the document beforo 
us) Soochow was handed over to the Imperialists the next day 
at noon ; but circumstances occur which lead Major Gorpon to 
suppose that the Foorar was not keeping his promises of safety 
and protection to the Wangs. He became uneasy, and finds at last 
that Lan-Wane and four other Wangs had been beheaded, and 
their bodies brutally treated. Just before leaving for Quinsan 

















the Major received a letter acquainting him that a chief had 
come over with 3,000 men, but he sent orders to inform the 
chief of the late treachery, and “to let him go with his men 


“ and arms if -ho liked, or else to bring his troops to Quinsan.” 


THE DAIMIOS AND THE TYCOON. 


Tae meeting of Parliament will put an end to whatever un- 
certainty may still be felt among the mercantile community as 
to the position of our relations with Japan. A question will 
no doubt be put to Earl Russet on a very early day that will 
enlighten us on the exact proposals made by SaTsuma’s envoys 
to Colonel Neaxe, and on the spirit in which they were re- 
ceived by that diplomatist. We conceive that facts enough 
have been accumulated in our columns to justify the reader in 
framing for himself the answer that will be given by the Foreign 
Secretary. Every successive mail represents the powerful Prince 
in question as more and more anxious to be on amicable 
terms with the English. He complains, indeed, that he was 
harshly dealt with at Kagosima, but rather in the tone ofaman 
who has been the sufferer from an unlucky misapprehension 
than of one whose anger has been justly aroused by wanton 
aggression and unlooked-for outrage. At the risk of laying 
ourselves open to a charge of wearisome repetition, we must 
again reiterate that we aro only now beginning to arrive at 
anything certain with r to the forms and processes of 
Japanese Government. ll that we had hitherto learned was 
really no more than the names and titles of some half- 
dozen of the higher officials, Their attributes and functions 
have been explained to us by the Dutch and other authorities 
in a fashion that we shall discover to have been half invention 
and half guess-work. As long as we should have confined our- 
selves to negotiations with the Mrkapo and the Tycoon, so 
long would our position in Japan have been dependent on the 
arbitrary decrees of a despotism that has always treated foreign 
commerce with a view simply to its own peculiar and personal 
profit, It is absolutely impossible, in our view of the matter, 
to overrate the value of the immense step gained in our inter- 
course with Japan by the appearance of the British squadron in 
Kagosima Bay. The talk about the immutability of the 
routine of affairs in that island-empire is now absolute non- 
sense. The supposed unchangeableness, far more unyielding, 
it was pretended, than that of the laws of tho Medes and Per- 
sians, met with its death-blow the instant consent was given 
to the opening of the ports to foreign vessels. The fabric 
of its old institutions was shaken to the foundation to such a 
degree that it could never regain its former solidity. And here 
we have one of the most independent of tho Satraps—for that 
old-fashioned word seems best to describe the position of these 
great Daimios—demanding to treat with the English Minister 
himself, and clearly intimating thereby that he feels unsafe in the 
hands of the Tycoon ; secing that he has been made to pay tohis 
own damage, for thelatter’s mismanagement in past transactions, 
or, worse still, for the latter's bad faith in not impressing him 
with the resolute determination of Colonel NEaLE to enforce 
instant satisfaction for the murder of Mr. Ricuarpsoy, The 
interview of Satsusta’s representatives with the British Minister 
at Yokohama will be found to have marked an epoch in the 
history of Japan. 

All that we have said in former articles of the bent of 
SatsuMa’s inclinations towards intercourse with Europeans and 
the acquisition of the vast advantages to be derived from their 
superior skill and knowledge, is confirmed to us by information 


obtained or volunteered in various quarters, He is evidently . 


the man of his time. His character has been long known as 
that of an able administrator, keen in his appreciation of the 
Derefits to be derived from trade, determined in his purpose, 
and ‘brooking no interference from either!,the Spiritual or 
Temporal Emperor, He already monopolises the whole trade 
between Lewchew and Japan, governing Lewchew and the in- 
termediate islands by his own officers’; and, says the last num- 
ber of the Chinese and Japanese Repository, “ has the reputation 
“of allowing an underhand trade with the Chinese in a few 
“ articles.” ‘Then, again, it is the custom, the immutable cus- 
tom, of the Japanese system that all the great va-sals should 
be closely watched by spies, whose duty it is to convey intelli- 
gence of their every act to the central power ; but, we quote 
again from the authority just named, “it is said that into 
“some of the principalities those spios penetrate at the hazard 
“ of their lives. From one, Satsuma, hardly any are said ever 
“to return, and the Yedo Government, never acknowledging 
“them as its servants, never inquires into or avenges their 
“fate.” In fact, there can be uo doubt that our new ac- 
quaintance finds means for evading or turning to his own pur= 
pose the alleged rigorous routine of the customs of the country, 


whenever it suits his object_so to do, His character may be 
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summed up in the street. phrasc—“ Ho stands no nonsense 
from anybody.” 

Tho intention, therefore, of Sarsuata in entering into direct 
relations with the British Minister need not for a moment be 
doubted. As we before stated, the trade with foreigners at 
Yokohama results, at present, in a very large degree to the sole 
personal benefit of the Tycoon, Nor is this any novelty in 
Japan. The Dutch have always asserted that at Nagasaki, 
which has been open to their commerce for two hundred 
years, the whole profit was cleverly monopolised by the Tycoon 
and the Council of State; and to effect this the more surely, 
the place was actually severed from the principality to which 
it belonged, and converted into an Imperial city. We know 
here at home to what an extent our trade with Japan has 
already developed itsclf, and the promise it gives of an cx- 
tension far exceeding anything that was originally conceived. 
Sarsuma and others of the powerful Daimios see all this, not 
in Blue-books and official returns, but in the shape of bales 
of goods imported and exported under their own eyes, We in 
England also can clearly perceive that up to this time he has been 
virtually independent when in bis own principality. But how long 
will he remain so if the Tycoon can monopolise all the wealth 
to be created for Japan by commerce with the foreigner? 
Satsuma has taken the bold step of introducing himself to 
Colonel Nzaxz, in the person of his agents, paying the Tycoon 
the compliment of asking him to present them. We may rely 
on it that this is intended to be no mere exhibition of diplo- 
matic proprieties. It is to be fraught with important results. 
Other Daimios will follow the example set by the most in- 
fluential and most politic amongst them. The island-empire 
of the Far East. is studded round with ports having a territory 
at the back of each thronged with consumers and producers. 
‘Unless there be some blunder on the part of our Foreign-office, or 
some fatal inattention to Japanese notions and prejudiccs on 
the part of the Europeans residing out there, trade and com- 
merce will, with gentle pressure, and amid the cordial greetings 
of the whole native population, high and low, open to them- 
selves haven after haven along that magnificent seaboard. 


OUR ALLIES THE IMPERIALISTS. 

Acarx have we to cry shame on our alliance with such 
people as the Chinese. Our prognostication that Major Gorpow 
would never be able to carry out the work he has becn long cn- 
gaged in is now verified, It is quite transparent, as we have often 
stated, that Europeans are only engaged and kept in pay so long 
as they serve to carry out Mandarin cruelty and rapacity. As 
soon as they demur or revolt at being the instruments of such 
cruelty as that perpetrated at Soochow, the Mandarins do not 
hesitate to turn round on them. Be it understood that we do not 
in any way mean these remarks to be coustrued into “coming 
“ yound to the rebels.” We hold them to be as worthless as 
wo did in 1859, when we stated that “right sure are we that 
“ no Government could be worse than the present onc, but we 
cannot discern in the rebels any power or desire to consti- 
“ tute a better Government.” The following extracts of letters 
from Shanghai confirm our views in reference to the Anglo- 
Chinese forces :— 

THE SACK OF S00cHOW. 

“17 and Major Williams and Mr. Smyth went for a walk right to the 
walls on the 4th, We got up and entered the city: saw the Mo- Wang's 
headless body. Gordon came in and had the body wrapped up. Ching’s" 
men were looting the city. Gordon's men not allowed inside. Volleys 
were fired at us, and we ran. Whether the firing was from Ching’s men or 
from the Taepings I cannot say. Gordon, I afterwards heard, was so dis- 
gusted with the Footai’s breach of faith in not giving his men two months’ 
pay, as promised, only gi ea proms of one month, that he flung his cre- 
dentials in his (the Footai’s) and the Footai would have been killed 
but for our interference. Gordon did take all his men back to Quensan 
in disgust, and when I left orders came for three regiments and some artil- 


ery to return, The rebels had risen on the troops, and it was said drove 
them out.’ This is the latest.” 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

“ It appears that the rebel chiefs refused to surrender on the Footai’s word 
that no unnecessary blood should be shed, whcreon Gordon got the Footai’s 
promise to himself, and gave his word, on which they capitulated. The 
Footai got in, had his troops concealed about, and, when Gordon was out- 
side, commenced a wholesale massacre—men, women, and children. 
Gordon heard of it, gathered a few men together, among the rest Count 
or Prince Wittgenstein, and broke into the place, and the scenes then 
witnessed were so revolting that the Prince says they all fired and loaded 
and fired again on every mandarin and Imperial soldier they met. Gordon 
is said to have shot thirty-five buttons himself. They penetrated to the 
Footai’s palace; but, suspecting, it is supposed, that some such thing 
might be looked for, he proved too strong for attack. Everyone is dis- 
gusted to no ordinary extent, and the feeling of regret is universal that 
ees ese Set esas She ASS 


* The Imperialist General, 
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Gordon did not succeed in capturing the Footai and hanging him. Gor- 
don has returned to Quinsan, which he continues to hold in the 
mean time.” 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

“ Major Gordon, it appears, exerted himself to the utmost to save the 
wretched pice from the terrors of Imperialist vengeance, but with £0 little 
avail that be was compelled to retire to Quinsan to save his own life from 
the bands of his allies. A correspondent writes from the North :—‘ The 
streets are running with blood,” The mind refuses to picture to itself the 
horrors of such a scene. Soochow was five years ago the commercial 
metropolis of China, and its inhabitants numbered over a million, Those 
who have visited it recently describe it as still busy and populous. Imagine 
a town the size of Liverpool, defenceless and unarmed, given over to be 
sacked y savage soldiery, the same men who tortured our poor country- 
men. Bowlby and Brabazon—men who crucify their prisoners in cold 
blood in their own camps, who hang women by their breasts till they die 
of agony or starvation, the most unfeeling whilst the most refined of tor- 
tures, the most relentless and unsparing of executioners—in fact, our good 
allies the Imperialists. Imagine, if you can, men let loose on the 
inhabitants, with orders to spare neither man, woman, nor child. No 
words could describe one tenth part of the horrors which ensued. Not the 
aggregate of all the sufferings endured by the Poles from brutal Cossacks, 
savage peasants, of woman-whippiog generals, which have brought all 
Europe to the brink of war, would equal the atrocities committed in the 
sack of this one city, taken virtually by British arms, with the assistance 
of Her Majesty’s officers, with the sanction of Her Majesty's Government, 
and with supplies from Her Majesty's ancaals. And who is responsible 
for the blood which lies sm on the soil of Soochow? Is it the 
Chinaman who follows the brutal instincts of his nature as developed by 

education, or is it the Englishman, the professor of Western civi- 
lisation, who, baving roused these passions and instincts, and given the 
gpportunity for their employment, has found hinwelf powerles to control 
them ? 

“« What must be the feelings of those philanthropists who listened to Mr. 
Lay's scheme for the regeneration of China and the emigration of the 
Taeying! Within one year Mr. Lay has received his dismissal from Im- 
perial employ, with four months’ double pay and 6,000 taels (£2,000) to 
pay for a passage home. Captain Sherard Osborn has made some similar 
‘arrangement for himself, getting 10,000 taels, and his fleet is already on its 
way home under British colours, The general commanding in China has 
been for some little time in possession of an order recalling all British 
subjects from the Imperial military employ, The rebels are cleared out 
from the country between Shanghai and Soochow, and by the fall of the 
latter are scattered over the peaceful country to pil and devastate the 
villages, whilst the Enperialuts are glutting themselves with blood and 
pillage in Soochow. The amount of fightiag men lost on both sides is 

)bably not far short of 5,000 ; and now all British assistance is to be abso- 
[itely withdrawn from the Imperialist” The order has been withheld up 
to this date, for the purpose, it is said, of enabling Major Gordon to retire 
with some ¢clat under cover of the fall of Soochow. We should imagine 
this gentleman would bitterly regret that he ever lent his aid to an enter- 
prise which has had such a bloody ending. 

“This is the end for which Ministers have made statements in the 
House utterly at variance with the truth; for which generals have taken 
the responsibility of garrisoning Quinsan thirty miles beyond the radius 
with British troops, and sending guns with artillerymen in plain clothes to 
Taitsan to give moral support ; for which they have rescinded orders in 
council and withheld instructions ; for which British officers have prosti- 
tuted themselves and the service by fighting for bire in the Imperial ranks ; 
for which poor Tinling and Clayton met their death—and we are as far as 
ever from the regeneration of China and the suppression of the rebellion, 
All that we have succeeded in doing is to exasperate to the last 
against ourselves a people who were inclined to be friendly, and in whose 
power it lies to inflict enormous injury on our trade by devastating the tea 
and silk districts; we have introduced into Chinese warfare an element of 
rowdyism which it will take years to climinate, and we bave put into the 
hands of the Imperialists drilled troops and European arms to be tumed 
against ourselves at the first opportunity.” 




















NEW STEAMERS FOR CHINA. 

On the. 26th ult. Messrs. William Denny and Brothers 
launched from their lower yard the beautifully-modelled iron 
paddle steamer Dumbarton, for Messrs. T, A. Gibb and Co., of 
London. On leaving the waysshe was named the Dumbarton 
by Miss M‘Mickin, of Helensburgh, in the usual manner. The 
Dumbarton is intended for the Chinese river trade, and is cone 
structed for passengers and cargo. Her dimensions are :— 
Length, 245 feet ; breadth of beam, 25 feet; depth moulded, 
22 feet 6 inches to spar deck, 14 feet to main deck ; tonnage, 
nearly 1,500 tons, builders’ measurement. Her engines, which 
are to be supplied by Denny and Co., engineers, will be 300 
horse-power nominal. ll the latest improvements have been 
introduced in the construction of tho Dumbarton, and we 
anticipate from her light draught of water and model, that she 
will prove a very fast vessel. A considerable number of spec- 
tators witnessed the launch. She will, it is expected, be ready 
for sea in all this month, and will, we understand, be com- 
manded by Capt. Findlay, late of the Berwick Walls, Messrs. 
Denny and Co. have also in hand a similar boat on account of 
Messrs, Jardine, Matheson, and Co. which will be shortly ready 
to launch, and will, we believe, be commanded by an old com- 
mander in their service, Capt, Thomas O’Sullivav, who has just 
arrived from China. 4 

‘The double-screw Far Hast, Capt, Jones, will be despatched 
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a 
about the 10th inst. for Hong Kong and Shanghai. She will 
have a full general cargo, valued at about a quarter million ster- 
ling, and about twenty passengers. 

There was launched, on the 26th Jan., from the yard of 
Mesers. J, Wigham, Richardson, and Co, Low Walker, a hand- 
somo paddle steamer of about 500 tons burthen, for tho firm 
of Messrs. Apcar and Co., of Calcutta. ‘The vesscl is for the 
Indian coast trade, and has becn built from desigus by R. B. 
Durham, Esq. Tho engines, of 200-horso power, are by Messrs. 
Thompson, Boyd, and Co. 

Mesars. Blumer, of Sunderland, launched from their building 
yard at North Sands a barque of 855 tons, classed nine years 
‘1, for Mr. Johu M'Douald, of Glasgow. This vessel, named 
the Jane Woodburn, proceeds to Singapore, for the purpose of 
trading in the China Seas. 

Tho Hoang Ho, new China clipper ship, of about 700 tons, 
was launched by Messrs. Alex. Stephen and Sons at Kelvin- 
haugh, This fine ship is constructed on Messrs, Stephen's 
principlo of iron frames and wooden planking, is for Liverpool 
owners, and classed 15 Al at Lloyd's, The ccremony of 
naming was gracefully performed by Mrs, Carrington, the 
wife of the captain who is to command the vessol. 









MR, LAYZCONFOUNDED. 

Mr, Horatio N. Lay, the late Chief Inspector of the Customs, 
has not succeeded in becoming virtually Empcror of China. 
That many persons, who know anything of the high-handed 
manner in which he has carried out his functions, will be sur- 
prised ot the cdiot of dismissal, which wo gave in our last 
number, we do not expect. It is, nevertheless, one of the most 
ignominious downfalls that ever a man had. He has not even 
the consolations of his countrymen, for in tho same number 
we published a letter from Mr, Edward Webb, chairman of 
the Chamber of Commerce, who congratulates the community 
on being relieved from his overbearing aud sometiines un- 
truthful conduct, evidence of which stands in the Parliamentary 
Blue-books. Had his conduct been defensible, we fecl quite 
sure Sir Frederick Bruce would have succeeded with Prince 
Kung in preventing such an exposé. That this will be a warn- 
ing to his successor, Mr. Hart, we cannot doubt, and we trust 
that he will long maintain the good opinion of the Chinese and 
of his own counttymen. The great bulk of the merchants 
in China prefer a regular system of customs under Europeans 
rather than the venal habits of mandarins, who are ever open 
to private arrangements with unscrupulous people.

Dear Sin,—You have published, in your last issue, a narrative ex- 
tracted from the Jewish Chronicle, the information in which nay well 
startle your readers and the world in general, namely, that there exists in 
China ‘a coinmunity of Jews, numbering more thau a million of souls, 
living under their own laws, practising their own time-honoured rites and 
ceremonies, maintaining au effective army composed of the young men of 
their own tribe, possessing a beautiful ark, and most rare and ancient 
documents, and worshipping in synagogues which are the most magnificent 
buildings in the empire. Surely, if this narrative be true, the lieutenant 
to whom it is ascribed must have not only tumbled upon the missing ten 
tribes, but found out what has become of the ark, a qucstion I 
believe which the most careful research has hitherto failed to 
solve, and he owes the publie an apology at the very least 
for not having made known his interesting discovery before. The 
fact, at any rate, is of so important and wonderful a character that the 
lieutenant can scarcely consider me exacting if I suggest that he should 
be asked to furnish the religious and scientific world with some more 
details concerning his valuable discovery, which may assist them in 
deciding how far his story is to be credite Perhaps he will let us know 
in what ship he served, the date of his visit, the name of the stream up 
which he sailed, and of the immense city he saw; the name, also, of the 
Province or district in which they are situated, and the reason why 
so valuable and notable a discovery was not made known at the time by 
the commander of the vessel to the naval Commander-in-Chief or to the 
world at large. ‘These and other particulars are essential to the acceptance 
of his story as true, for, until its publication, the only reliable information 
extant as regards the existence of Jews in China was that published a few 
years ago under the warrant of two well-known men—the Bishop of 
Victoria and the late Rey. Dr. Mcdhurst, who were instrumental in 
sending a mission, at the suggestion and cost of some philanthropic people 
in England, to Kae-fung-foo, the only place in China were, till then, 
Jews had been reported to exist. The result of that mission was the dis- 
covery ofa small community in the aforesaid city, numbering, if I mistake 
not, but a few hundred, who were certainly living in the practice of 
the Jewish faith, who’ possessed a synagogue (built, however, afer 
the fashion of the well-known Chinese temple), and who had 
amongst their records a number of copies on sheepskin of the Hebrew 
Pentatcuch ; but by their own account they were very poor, and their 
numbers were rapidly diminishing; they had no Rabbi, the last having 
died years before, they had utterly lost the knowledge of the Hebrew 
tongue both spoken and written, and they believed themselves to be the 
sole representatives of the race in China. — Having been one of the many 
persons who saw the two or, three bona fide members of this community 
Whom the mission had brought back to Shanghai, and having been pre« 
sent when the late Dr. Medhurst conversed with them in the Chinese 
language, and examined the copies of the Pentateach purehised from 
them, Fcan vouch for the truth of this version of their story. 1 beg

KING LAY. 


(DAILY TELEGRAPH.) 
“ Shall weannex China?” was the audacious but not untimely ques- 
tion which was lately discussed in a popular magazine. Translate the 
tremendous query into what it means, and the mind of every thoughful 
and honest Englishman must be staggered at the prospect. _ It implies the 
gradual assumption of a territory five times as large as British India—the 
actual powession and government of the hilf of the continent of Asia— 
the direct and responsible rule of two hundred millions of the human race, 
in addition to as many as now obey the sceptre of England ; ina word, it 
isa project for bringing under Anglo-Saxon supremacy a full third of all 
the habitable globe, and more than a third of the human creatures whom 
God has placed upon it. Even as a dream, how awful and breath-sus- 
pending the idea appears! Whence could come the omniscient 
~—whence the omnipotent administration—which would dare address itself 
thus to control aud direct from one centre the affairs of a hundred nations 
and a thousand tongues? Is there, could there be, so much spare energy 
and opulence of brain and blood in this little island that it would add to 
those vast dominions which are already tinted with its colour upon. the 
map, those which stretch along one whole side of the immense Pacific? 
Has even our own astonishing race lordly gifts enough to annex, 
beside the creeds and civilisations which we are modilying already, 
the oldest culture and the most teeming brood of ‘heathens that 
are known under one name? To all these reflections which the 
solemnly—alinost  sorrowfully— that the 
thing may come in contact with these polished 
savages, and their polish has not saved them fiom the fate of all barbar= 
ous forms of society which admit our ships. We have shattered with 
edifice of Chines 
































Armstrong guns and shrapnel shells th Government, 
which was as imposing as the porcelain tower in appearance, and as 
brittle in reality, stand) at Shanghai and Canton in presence of @ 
disorga icty anda broken rule, which hang together just as long 


as we are pleased to think it convenient. ‘The vultures of geucral insur= 
rection and revolution keep off from the carcases of old Chinese ide 
just as long as we stand by to guard their relics, In a word, we havo 
destroyed a vast and ancivat order of things, and can now build with the 
fragments, or upon tho fragments, Russia is not ready to prevent usj 
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America has not the time, nor France the governmental skill. We alone 
are strong enough, and have opportunity enough, to occupy China if we 
please—not to-day, indeed, nor to-morrow, but with a progress as steady 
and sure as that which led us from the little factory on the Huoghly to be 
lords of the gates of the Khyber and the mouths of the Irrawaddi. 


If this stupendous supremacy be our “ manifest destiny,” we shall not 
shun it, Nothing seems written down in the decrees of Providence so 
clearly as that the education of the human race is to be advanced by the 
agency of vast embracing empires, like that of Rome and of England. 
But in the name of England, of civilisation, and of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, we demand one thing—and that is, that the work shall be done, if at 
all, honestly,“ Quocunque modo” must not be the shameful badge of 
our flag, if, after the sins and the repentances of India, we are to advance 
it to the source of the Yang-tse-Kiang. We blush to say that this flag is 
now returning upon the seas, in ignominy and detected cunning, from as 
fiagitious an endeavour as was ever made to filch an empire. If Captain 
Sherard Osborn feels as we feel, he will lower his jack half-mast, and paint 
with “ mourning blue” the hulls of the vessels which he is bringing back 
from the waters of China. Whoever passes them upon the ocean, 
whoever sees them sail into an English harbour, beholds the break- 
down of a piece of business which we denounced at its commence- 
ment, grieved over in its course, and will now not scruple to 
describe as those who set it on foot deserve. Not until now 
has the bright flag of Britain, and the honourable swords of 
her soldiers and sailors, been offered to the barbarian for sale. But 
these vessels which Captain Osborn is disconsolately bringing back, and 
the men on board of them, have been bought and sold to the yellow- 
faced Chinese; and the reason why they are not at this moment helping 
‘Tseng-Kwo-Fan to cut the flesh from Taiping prisouers, and stick arrows 
in their wretched living limbs, is because the Chinamen outwitted us at 
last in the cunning bargain we were driving. The men who have con- 
ducted this sorry and frustrated plot have made Her Majesty play the 
cruiting sergeant to the Regency of China; and, for the first’ time in 
history, persuaded a British Sovereign to recognise as her soldiers and 
subjects men who sailed to fight for a cause they knew nothing about, 
and for a prince whose language they cculd not speak. Worse than this 
—these vessels, which Prince Kung has contemptuously rejected upon 
learning their double errand, were fitted in Royal dockyards, furnished 
with national stores, and hoisted the colours of England, to go and do the 
dirty work of tea-merchants and compradors upon the rivers of China. 


Happily, the gigantic bubble has burst. His Majesty “ King Lay” has 
collapsed along with it. Its design was The authorities found it 
costly to carry on the war against the Taepings, and keep the peace—as 
we ought only to have done—in the treaty-ports and upon the seas, They 
lent a too-ready ear, therefore, to King Lay, who, being already the 
Chief Commissioner of Foreign Customs under the Chinese Regency, 
saw his way to be also Commander-in-Chief of an Anglo-Chinese fleet. 
His Majesty of the dock-warrant and_port-entry accordingly got Prince 
Kung to agree to pay for a fleet of English war-ships, with English 
crews and officers, to be used against the Taipings. Captain Osborn 
was to be the admiral, and the ships the security to him for pay and 
expenses. ‘The thing went so smoothly, that the flag of this filibustering 
squadron was duly recognised at the Admiralty, and published for respect 
upon the seas; and, with much flourish of trumpets, the flect arrived in 
China. But, meantime, Prince Kung had put on his “ considering-cap,” 
and therewith perceived that a foreign fleet not completely under Chinese 
orders would make nominis umbra, shadow and nothing more, of 
Government; while in the same interval Messrs. Lay and the authorities 
had been laughing in their sleeves at the capital trick put upon the Celes- 
tials, in making them pay at once for ending our wanton war with the 
‘Taipings, for getting an English fleet upon the Yang-tse, and for annex 
ing China—Government and ail —in the sort of way that a skittle-sharpor 
annexes the savings of a rustic. The ships arrived, and King Lay pro- 
ceeded to explain to the Chinese Regent that he would be “the pivot” 
for orders and communications to this fine force, which wouid shortly make 
*€ dog’s-meat ” of the Heavenly Father” and his followers, Undoubteilly 
that consummation was desirable to Prince Kung, but not at such a price. 
He pointed out that the Viceroy, Tseng-Kwo-lan, who governs nearly all 
North China under the Council, was the proper person to direct the flvet. 
King Lay demurred. Prince Kung was judiciously firm. Captain Osborn 
refused to obey the direct orders of the new Government to which he be- 
longed. The'scheme broke up ignominiously. King Lay was dismi 

from his position for acting disloyally and unfairly towards his Chinese 
master, and Captain Osborn struck his fighting flag, and weighed his an- 
chors for home again. Thus the end of this sad allair is, that in the face 
of the whole world we are caught out in euch a bargain as a China 
tea merchant would be ashamed to plot in the Hong. We have refused 
to give Prince Kung the ships which he bought, and was ready to pay for. 
We have made the Regency men our deadly enemies by plotting, as we 
made the friendly Taipings our foes by the sword and cannon. We are 
Taughed at, louily and bitterly, by all the amused barbarians of Eastern 
Asia; and to the humiliation of having offered the arms and flag of 
Tand for a quarrel not ours, we have added the shame and di 
being detected and rejected. Never had worthless dodge so worthy an 
enuing; never was cunning ambition so helplessly flung! If we had only 
to record the discomfiture of King Lay and his friends in London, our 
satisfaction would be complete ; but, alas! the sting of the affair is that 
the banner and the honour of England come tarnished out of this scheme 
to “annex China.”

‘The clipper ship John Lidgett, 770 tons rezister (owned by Messrs, 
Jobn Lidgett and Sons, of Lundon), Commander Gamble, arrived at 
Spithead on the 2ud inst. from Hong Kong with the following military 
and naval (invalids aud timc-expired men) officers and mon on board frou 

















| fair, and to meet an English otficer on the frontier. 
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Hong Kong, the Cape of Good Hope, and St. Helena :—There embarked 
at Hong Kong—Royal Artillery, Capt. H. Porter (invalid) ; Assist.-Surg. 
‘Tate (invalid); and seven men. Royal Engineer, two men} 44th 
Regiment, one man; 67th Regiment, Lieut. Dawson (on duty) and one 
man; 99th Regiment, Brevet-Major Kempson and 50 men; Commi 
sariat Staff, eight men; Army Hospital Corps, six men Assist.- Surg. 
M'Dowell (in medical charge of troops), wife and child, one naval assist.- 
surgeon, one midshipman, and 51 naval invalids and time-expired men. 
Three military invalids were embarked at the Cape of Good Hope, and 
four at St. Helena. Five naval and eight military invalids died during 
the passage home. The ship sailed from Hong Kong on the 16th of 
September, and was 28 days to Batavia, where she lay at anchor five days. 
From Batavia to the Cape of Good Hope she made the somewhat long 
passage of 44 days, owing to the unusual circumstance of having to beat 
to windward through the trade winds. At the Cape she lay at anchor 16 
days, She made the passage thence to St, Helena in ten days, 
where she anchored for two days, and thence she completed her 
voyage to Spithead in 35 days— making 45 days under canvas 
from the Cape. The weather was very fine throughout the whole 
voyage. The John Lidgett is a novelty in naval architecture, sho 
being the first vessel built on the newly-introduced plan of an iron fram- 
ing with wooden outer planking—an iron ship with a wooden skin, She 
is of large capacity for stowage, and her officers report her to be an ex- 
ceedingly fast ship under canvas, having surpassed in speed every vessel 
she has fallen in with on the outward and homeward voyage. On her out- 
ward voyage she had as cargo 1,100 tons of railway iron, and southward 
of the Cape met with a very severe cyclone gale, in which the cargo 
shifted and the ship went over on her beam-ends, in which position she 
lay 48 hours, with her starboard rail under water. The poop cabins 
were destroyed, and everything moveable on the deck was swept away, 
yet such was the enormous strength of the ship that she took in no water 
through a leak, nor was there the slightest strain in any part of the hull 
afterwards discovered. Had she been an ordinarily framed wooden ship 
she would in all probability have foundered. The ship's fittings through- 
out combine all the most recent improvements, ‘The anchor is weighed 
and the topsails are hoisted, and all other heavy work is done by steam, 
for which a small engine is provided. ‘The same engine furnishes an 
ample supply of distilled water. One bundred pounds weight of fresh 
bread was baked on board, and served out to the troops per day through- 
out the voyage. The accommodation on board for the troops and the 
general arrangements and ventilation of the troop deck appear to have 
been excellent. After disembarking the troops the John Lidgett will sail 
from Spithead for the Thames, having a quantity of Government stores 
on board, and a part tea cargo from Hong Kong, and wool from the Cape 
for London. 

Her Majesty's six-gun paddle-wheel steam sloop Gorgon, Commander 
J. C. Wilson, from the Cape of Good Hope, went alongside Woolwich dock- 
yard yesterday, having discharged her amraunition and guns at the Royal 
Arsenal on the foreguing day. Commodore Dunlop, C.B., accompanied 
by Mri Ponsonby, his secretary, went on board and mustered the ship’s 
company, preparatory to their being paid out of commission. Having 
witnessed the usual course of exercises performed by the men, the com- 
modore inspected every part of the ship, and expressed himself much 
pleased with the cleanliness and order which was apparent throughout, 
and specially remarked the healthy and robust condition of the crew. On 
the eve of her intended departure for England, the admiral of the station, 
Sir Baldwin Walker, ordered her to proceed to Madagascar, in conse- 
quence of the reported death of the King. She was detained there be- 
tween four and five months. The Gorgon has been in commission nearly 
five years, and has taken some valuable prizes during the commend of 
Commander Wilson, who exchanged from the Fury with Commander 
Pym in March, 1861, Commander Wilson was enabled to render some 
valuable assistance to Dr. Livingstone and his mission, for which he has 
received a letter of thanks from the Bishop of Oxford. The Gorgon 
had a fair passage home of fifty-four days. She left Admiral Dupré and 
several French ships at Madagasear. Commander Wilson states that he 
has no doubt the French admiral is stationed there with the intention o 
establishing a protectorate over Madagascar, and will probably land at 
Bembatooka Bay, at the north-west end of the island—a most convenient 
spot, and near the capital. The inhabitants, the North Sacklavas, have 
exhibited much friendly feeling towards the French rule, and are in oppo- 
sition to the ruling tribe—the Hovas. 






































Western Curxa.—a letter from Calcutta says:—The easiest road to 
Central Asia is through Cashmere and Ladakh. ‘The highest pass on the 
line is 13,000 feet, by which a road for ponies could easily be made. But 
the transit duty is prohibitory, and yet it yields only a miscrable £1,800 
a.year in the exports and imports from and to Yarkand and China.

M. Behic, tho active Minister of Commerce, has sent to the 
Chamber of Commerce, at Mulhouse, specimens of the English 
and American tissues sold inthe markets of China ; and has 
suggested that an examination of them will enable French ma- 
nufacturers to make tissues which will obtain a sale in that 
country. 

The steamer Atrato, with the mails from the West Indies and

Fair the better grades, which are exceedingly 
scarce, have steadily maintained their, value, but there has been great irre- 
gularity in the medium, and lower qualities and a further serious decline 
in price has resulted. China Cotton has beea in moderate demand at 
about id. per Ib. decline. Bengal and Scinde have been very much 

ressed, and to effect sales a decline of 1d. and 14d. per Ib. has to be 
submitted to. Cotton to arrive is almost entirely neglected. A few sales 
have been made, but at lower and rather irregular rates.

—The possibility of an slteration in the duty on this article has 
led to an active demand ; 4,902 bags of black at auction were all taken 
at very firm prices; privately there is a good inquiry, but holders generally 
want an advance. hite is also rather dearer. 

PIMENTO continues to be freely offered ; of 1,895 bags at auction, only 
about 700 sold, prices being rather in favour of buyers. 

CiNNAMON.—The quarterly public sales of cinnamon were held on 
Monday, and 2,634 bales Ceylon were offered. Common qualities changed 
hands at 1d. per lb. more money than at last auctions, and other kinds sold 
at the rates then current. Prices ranged from 10d. to Se. per Ib. Advices 
from Colombo state that cinnamon was in good demand, at 94d. to 10d. 
for plantation, and 7d. to 74d. per Ib. for inferior. ‘The shipments from 
October 1 to December 27 amounted to 137,565 Ibe, against 197,355 lbs.

MANCHESTER MARKETS. 

‘The uneasiness caused by the warlike prospects of the continent, which 
led to all but a suspension of business some time ago in the market for 
cotton cloth, continues without much change, and with much the same 
effect. This market, like the Liverpool cotton market, has lately been 
very flat, and any business that has been effected has been almost of # 
forced character and at lower prices. The state in which the money 
market was at Calcutta and Bombay according to the latest letters pre- 
vented many of the leading houses from being in a position to make re- 
mittances, and even the richest and wealthiest men were in this position. 
With such advices it will not be surprising that the houses here who are 
in the India trade are not doing much just now for shipping. The yam 
market has also been very quiet, and there has scarcely been business 
enough to test prices. Some sellers, however, seem to think the feeling 
is less desponding than it has been, that prices have reached about the 
lowest point, and that we may possibly have a resumption of business next 
week provided the fears engendered by the present warlike rumours should 
subside. During the flatness, which has now lasted something like a 
month, it is thought that a good many orders on shipping account will 
have accumulated, which would be executed at present prices if only the 
political horizon should clear a little. In home trade yarns some sellers 
report rather more business doing, but it has not been of much account, 
and there is no change in prices.
